FOR PR ETTY G IR L S 


A fter having been in the water for 
nearly four months the body of Russell 
M. Clapsaddle, ‘JO years old, formerly 
of Taneytown, who, it was stated at 
the time, jumped overboard from the 
Old Bay Line steam er Virginia on New 
Y ear’s Eve last, was found floating in 
Baltimore harbor Tuesday morning. 
At the Morgue a 
complete descrip­ 
tion of the man was taken. 
His body 
was .stripped of clothing and 
a 
dili­ 
gent search for a clue to his identity 
\v i 
mi d.1 by 
Captain 
Ritmiller, of 
th** Morgue. 
The 
only tangible clue 
found was a pair of cuff 
buttons 
in 
the shirt sleeves, 
hearing the initials 
“ R. M. C." A list of person*- reported 
m u rin g was then scanned and when it 
was found that Clapsaddle was among 
them, his father was told to visit the 
Morgue. Mr. Clapsaddle 
went 
there 
and positively identified 
the cuff but­ 
tons and claimed that the 
body 
was 
th a t of his son. 
Clapsaddle was on his 
way to Bal­ 
timore to pay 
his 
relatives a 
visit 
when he jumped from the steamer into 
the 
river. 
He 
had been working at 
'N ew port News, Va., ami 
he 
boarded 
the steamer on ISeemlier 30 last, to go 
to Baltimore. 
The young man was la-t seen alive 
by Pi rut Officer E rnest F. Dougherty, 
of the Virginia, as 
the 
vessel 
wa> 
pausing the Locust Point 
ferry 
sta­ 
tion on December 31 last. About 3:30 
I o’clock in the morning the officer was 
standing on the upper deck conversing 
with several deckhands, when he said 
he 
saw 
Clapsaddle 
take 
hi- 
fatal 
plunge. The man disappeared beneath 
the surface of the 
w ater and did not 
come up again. 
The ship’s officer in­ 
stantly gave the cry of 
"man 
over­ 
board”, and the vessel was brought to 
a stop. 
A lifeboat was towered and a 
passing 
tug was called upon for as- 
si stance.
